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INTRODUCTION 


haratpur has occupied an important place in the 
=< cultural history of Rajasthan. It is one of the 
ancient regions of the State and formed part of the territory 
of Surasenas—one of the Sixteen Mahda-janapadas of the 
Pali Literature and closely associated with Matsyadefa. 
From this region have been discovered not only unique 
but earliest pieces of plastic art. The sculptural relics, 
inscriptions, coins etc., collected in this region, will give 
us a clear glimpse into the glory that was once Bharatpur. 
These wonderful sculptural relics are legible pictorial 
scripts through which the masses received education in 
religious subjects and imbibed the symbolism and_ the 
truth of their faith, The craftsman had, therefore, not 
only to bring out the spirit and mood of the deity but sym- 
bolise Him in action as if He could speak to the worshipper, 
move him to his depth and give him hope, strength and 
solace. 

An idea arose in the minds of the then authorities 
of the Bharatpur Government in 1939 to preserve the 
cultural heritage of the State. The work was started with 
the collection of sculptures and a few other exhibits, which} 
were on display in a room in the Public Library. These 
were shifted to the present building of Kachheri Kalan, 
in the Fort, in A.D. 1944 under the patronage of the present 
H.H. the Maharaja Sawai Brijendra Singh, who still evinces 
keen interest in the Museum. Within a short span of 
sixteen years, it gradually developed into a full-fledged State 
Museum, under its first Curator, Rawat Shri Chaturbhujdas 
Chaturvedi, Later on the Kamra Khas Buildings were 
added to it, which once housed in it the Armoury of the 
Rulers, which, now, forms a section to the Museum. The 
following are the sections of this Museum;

1. ARCHAEOLOGY Section is the most important 
and is being re-organized with the subsidy of the Govern- 
ment of India, Wooden pedestals have been provided 
to the sculptures. This has given a better show besides 
giving facilities for their display anywhere without any 
dislocation. Attempts have also been made to display a 
particular picce at its place, e¢.g., door lintel with jamb and 
the sill of early mediaeval period have been so set as to 
form the Doorway of a Shrine (No. 78, Pl. I). The marble 
Parikar (canopy) of some Jaina Tirthankara (No. 79) 
with inscription of Samyat 1679 (A.D. 1622) of the time of 
Mughal Emperor Jahangir, has also been displayed like- 
wise. The exhibits in the Catalogue have been briefly 
described with type of material, size, period, register number, 
and the year of acquisition. 


Se ae eee ts 


In this section are some of the ancient, rare and 
unique collections from Noh, Mallah, Barch, Bayana 
etc. etc. These clearly prove that the history of the region 
may be pushed back a few centuries before the Christian 
era, if not even earlier. These sculptures range in date 
from the Mauryan period down to the 19th century A.D, 
in chronological sequence and represent almost all the 
Hindu gods and goddesses and Jaina Tirthankaras. A 
single specimen of Bodhisattva Maitreya (No. 6, P. II) 
of the Kushana period also shows Buddhist influence in 
this region. Other interesting pieces are Standing Human 
Figure (Raja?) with seal in Jeft hand (No, 1, PL III), 
Kubera (No. 3), 60 inches high Ekmukhi Siva-liigam 
(No. 4, Pl. IV), Seated Dwarfish Figure (Kumbha Rishi ?) 
(No. 5, Pl. V), Navagraha Panel (No. 8) preceded by 
Siva litigam, Sarvatobhadra Adinatha (No. 12), Marriage 
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Scene of Uma-Maheta (No. 17), Siva and Bhairava (No. 18), 
Dancing Siva and Chamunda (Nos. 22 & 23), Huge Panel 
depicting the Ten Incarnations of Vishnu (No, 43), Colossal 
Image of Parsvanatha (No. 66), with inscription of Samvat 
1077 (A.D. 1020), Bust of Vishnu (No. 70), Mahishasura- 
mardini (No. 158)—and Panel depicting typical Rajasthan 
Love Scene of Dhola-Mari (No. 87). In epigraphy, 
mention may be made of a Persian inscription (No. 165) 
from Bayana of the time of Mughal Emperor Babar 
wherein his son Kamran has been shown Governor of the 
region in 1526 A.D. In Numismatic, the ten Gupta gold 
coins of the famous Bayana Hoard deserve notice. These 
include coins of Samudragupta, Chandragupta I] and 
Kumaraguptal. The Lion-slayer type coin (No. 298, Pl. VI) 
of Chandragupta IJ is very important and interesting. 


Besides, the collection in the Museum, mention may 
also be made of the colossal 7 ft. high yaksha at Noh, similar 
to the one now preserved in the Curzon Museum of Archaeo- 
logy at Mathura (U.P.) from Parkham, of the Kushina 
~ period. The cult of these yaksha and yakshi, noticeable as 
the earliest specimen of Indian plastic art, was indigenous, 
in origin, with these non-Aryan deities or Genii. These 
Were supposed to be endowed with powers of wealth and 
fertility which they could confer on the devotee. The 
typical Gupta period art depiction in the colossal 27 ft. 
long rock-cut images of Baldeoji, his consort Reoti, 
Lakshmi-Narayana and Pandava hero Yudhishthira with 
Vishnu and other devotees sustaining on his head, are 
outstanding work of plastic art at Roopbas, a place about 
25 mules distance from Bharatpur by direct route. This 
place is now being connected by a pacca road. 

Recently a hoard of Jaina sculptures has been noticed 
at village Dahina in the bed of river Gambhir. It appears 
there were Jaina shrines, which were totally raised to the 
ground by the iconoclasts and not a single Jaina family 
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now resides in the village. There are a large number of 
ancient mounds which await exploration. 

2. ARMOURY Section —The rulers held their 
weapons in high esteem in days gone-by, It was with them 
that they had won their possessions and it was with them they 
held them. A living example of this may be seen in the 
collection and storage of arms in the private apartments, 
where they used to reside and did business. 

Here, one finds displayed all kinds of weapons used 
in battles of old days. These include Swords, Daggers, 
Guns, Match-locks, Revolvers, Lance, Bow and Arrow, 
Canons etc. Swords are of different kinds having various 
types of Hilts (Pl. VII). These are mace of steel and have 
been termed as of ‘Faulad’, ‘Sakela’, ‘Ispat’ and have 
fine work on their hilts in gold and silver according to 
the choice of the user. This work is called “Koft’, ‘Zar 
Nishan’, “Tah-nishan’ etc. Mention may be made of the 
sword (No. 324) the blade of which, on one side, is of 
Faulad and on the other of Sakela, the former is strong in 
action and the latter non-breakable. Other noteworthy 
swords are <uljikar (No. 330) of Sakela — having two pangs 
on end to catch hold of enemy’s sword thus rendering him 
inactive, Una of Faulad (No, 340), Ahurasant (No. 949), 
Kafar-Tagia (No. 688), which can be kept under Pillow 
and used in emergency, Katti (No. 352), and Airch (No. 436) 
of Ispat. Amongst the Daggers are Peshgalz of Faulad 
and Sakela (No. 441), Chiuri (No. 444) with inside another 
Chhun, Chhurt (No. 504) with jade horse-head handle, 
Khukiiet (No. 445) and Natar (No. 446). 

The Guns (Banduq) are of several types, ¢.¢., Topidar, 
Toridar, Pathridar, Kartusi, Exnali, Donali, Char-fer, Chhe-fer 
(four and six rounds), Aamchangi (No. 724) 10 ft, long, 
Sher Bachcha (No. 684, Pl VIII): gun Toridar Desi 
(No. 714) with gold Aoft work ; gun fitted with empty 
brass ball for air used in killing birds (No. 7ro). Foreign 
and country made revolvers are of four to eight rounds, 








one of these has automatic system of bullet and lance 
(No. 677). Cannons include Chaddars (miniatures) two 
sets of eleven each (No. 768-69) and are of historical 
importance and are casy to be handled and forceful in action, 
Lance (No. 771), Gupti Banduq (No. 780), Jagnol, Bhuyali, 
Farsa, Gurj, Bagh Panja are other types of weapons used in 
face to face combat, The Bagh Panja (No. 839) is a typical 
weapon said to have been used by Marahatta Sardar Shivaji 
in killing Afzal Khan in the open court of Aurangzeb, 
Bows and arrows are few. Shields (Dhal) of leather and 
steel, of which No, 818 is interesting inasmuch as it can be 
used both for defence and offence as four revolvers. are 
fitted in it. Armours of iron rings (No. 852) are also in- 
teresting, 

3- ARTS, CRAFTS & INDUSTRY Section has been 
so arranged as to give a comparative idea of exhibits manu- 
factured in Bharatpur region, in Rajasthan, in India and 
foreign lands, These have been represented by Exhibits of 
Earthenware, Pottery, Glass, Wood, and stone. Those 
deserving special notice are Sandlewood and Ivory FLY- 
WHISKS (No. 854-56), HAND FANS (No. 865-66, PI. IX) : 
the art of weaving in stiff material like wood and ivory is a 
remarkable performance of the artist of Bharatpur; 
ANTIMONY BOX (Shringardan and Itracdan) having ivory 
inlaid and overlaid works » embroidered cotton SKIRT 
(No, 877) worn by the ladies of a Muslim agricultural caste 
called Meo, earthenware, pottery and metal utensils for 
domestic purposes, include vases and goblets having fine gold 
floral work on lacqer from Bikaner: incised and embossed 
works on brass utensils from Jaipur, gold floral both overlaid 
and inlaid work on marble trays, vases from Agra and some 


pottery and glass FLOWER POTS of foreign make are also 


interesting. 





4- CHILDREN Section has been orgamzed to impart 
general knowledge to children besides affording them enter- 
tainment. In this Gallery have been displayed TOYS made 
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of Sandlewood, Ivory, Paper-machi¢, Brass, Stone: 
VEGETABLE AND FRUITS ; a few specimen of zoology,” 
e.g., 96 inches long Crocodile (No. 1345), stuffed LION'S 
CUB (No. 1350), BOAR BABIES (No. 1356-57), VAN 
MANUSH (No. 1360), WOLF (No. 1359), African MONKEY 
(No. 1358), EGGS (No. 1400-3) of different types of Birds, 
Tea-poy and Box (No. 1357) in Elephant Leg ; Life Sketches 
of Bed-Bugs (No. 1406), Frogs (No. 1407), Mosquitoe 
(No. 1408); Physiology Charts including Map of Mankind 
(No. 1421-22); Collection of Postage Stamps (No. 1413-14) ; 
Model of a CHARIOT (No. 864, PL X) drawn by two | 
bullocks made of sandlewood and Musical Instrument — 
Jaltarang are worthy of notice. A view of ‘Progress of Light’ 
has been arranged from an earthenware lamp, kerosene oil 
lantern,gas lamp and the present-day electricity. 


This section ends with an exhibit called GYAN 
CHAWSAR (No, 1198}. This belongs to Vikrama Samvat 
1667 (A.D, 1610) and depicts such an early art of embroidery 
in silk. ‘This is interesting inasmuch as that it denotes the 
results of good and bad deeds of a person. By good deeds 
one can reach the abodes of Brahma, Vishnu, and Mahesha 
by means of ladders and by bad deeds one goes down to Hell 
by falling into the mouths of snakes. The game of snake 
and ladder is probably the outcome of the above 
representation. 

§. MISCELLANEOUS Section begins with the display 
of PAINTINGS belonging to the Mughal School of the 
17th century A.D., and of the different schools of Rajasthan, 
e.g., Jaipur, Jodhpur, ‘Kotah, Kishangarh, Udaipur, 
Nathdwara, Bundi and Bharatpur. The Bharatpur Paintings 
are of the late 18th century A.D. and depict Krishna-Lila 
scenes and some of the incarnations of Vishnu (No. 1449-68 
Pls. XI © XII); others include Paintings on Pipal leaves 
(No. 1470-78) and on mica (No. 1549-76). There are nine 
hand-written Mss., earliest amongst them is SAHA SANEHI 
(No. 1579) of Samvat 1667 (A.D. 1610). 


Portraits of the Rulers (No. 1433-47), State Coat of 
Arms, State Flags, Brass & Copper Revenue Stamp Blocks 
of Bharatpur and Dholpur States (No: 1616-17), Dynastic 
sketch of the Bharatpur Rulers (No. 1610) have been 
displayed in the Miscellaneous Section. The model of 
Girraj-ji's Temple at Goverdhana (No. 1321) is also 
interesting, 

The covenanting State of Bharatpur is a JAT princi- 
pality. The Jats are a branch of the great Goctic race. 
Though reduced from the rank they once had amongst the 
“Thirty-six Royal Races” they appear never to have 
renounced the Love of Independence. The name of Cincinnatus 
of the Jats who abandoned his plough to lead his countrymen 
against their tyrants was CHURAMAN (upto A.D. 1722), 
vho assailed the rear army of the Mughal Emperor 
Aurangzeb in the closing 17th century A.D., when he was 
woceeding, on his 30 years war, to Deccan. 

Raja Badan Singh (1722-55 A.D.), was the first Chief 
of the Jats who was installed in the town of Deeg, He was 
succeeded by his eldest son Maharaja Surajmal (A.D. 
1755-63) who made his capital at Bharatpur. Maharaja 
Surajmal and his son Maharaja Jawahar Singh (A.D. 
1763-65) made repeated onslaughts on Agra and Delhi and 
looted the Mughal treasury, Maharaja Ranjit Singh 
(A.D. 1777-1805) defeated the British Army and retained 
independence; and it was in 1826 A.D, that the State was 
surrendered after heavy loss of lives. 





The Museum, housing such a collection, is in the Fort 
which has several other important places inside it and around 
it, deserving of special mention. These are Ashidhati Door 
Shutters of the famous Chittor Fort, Jawahar Burj with paintings 
in the ceiling of a Baradari and an Iron Pillar containing the 
genealogy of the Rulers, Palaces, Hamam and Fountains, 
Faujdar Devisingh-ki-Kacheri & Zenana Palaces, Nargarha 
and Atshori Rani-ke-Mahal, Temples of Lala Maharaja, 
Bankey Bihariji, Syam Murariji, Ganga Mandir, Lakthmanji’s 
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Temple, Santokhit’s Temple, Jama Masjid. Sikh Gurdwara 
has a history behind it. Maharaja Jawahar Singh cased 
six thousand Sikhs to help in the victory over Delhi. On 
the successful termination of the mission, this Gurdwara 
ground was awarded to the Sikhs. By its side stands the 
Delhi Gate which was constructed to commemorate his 
victory. Phoolwart or the PHOONS Bungalow and Moti 
Mahal, the present palaces of the Maharaja, are worth 
secing. The old Palaces at Kumher, Rao Holkar’s Chhatri 
at Gangarsoli, Palaces on Venitian pattern and Fort at Deeg, 
eighty-four pillared Mosque at Kama or Kamavana, 
Phoolwari Palace and Fort at Weir. Bandh Baraitha and the 
Gupta period Vijay Mandirgarh Fort, 10th century A.D. 
Usha Temple and several Muslim monuments at Bayana 
which are at some distances from Bharatpur, are noteworthy, 
A word may be said here about the description of exhibits 
in Armoury Section. The description contained herein 
conforms literally to the one found entered in old registers 
which are in Devanagari script and in Braj Bhasha, a local 
dialect of the region. The description has been retained 
with a view to maintain chastity in description as given 
by the local technical expert.

(B) NUMISMATICS 


PUNCH-MARKED COINS—Earliest currency im 
India ; extensive circulation and are found all over 
India. These silver coins are punched with numer- 
ous symbols, ¢.¢., sun, hill, tree, chattya, human figures, 
elephant, rhinoceros, bull, dog, goat or deer, peacock, 
fish, frog, snake, scorpion, bow, arrow etc. On 
obverse are found punched aeceral marks, while on 
reverse, one two or three or no punch on rare coins.
